16 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

10 €)) Any person violating or refusing to comply with any of the provisions of
11 this subtitle is guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not less than $5 nor more
12 than $25 or shall be imprisoned in the county jail for not more than 30 days, or shall

14 counties shall prosecute all persons found violating the law by refusing to comply with
15 itsprovisions.
